We have ſince that, in parſuance of the firſt and ſecond heads of 
our deſires inthe faid reprefentation, delivered-in a Charge againſt 
divers perſons, Members of the Houſe of Commons, for divers De- 
ſ1gns and. Practices, to: the abuſe and diſhonor of the Parliament, 
the inſufferable injury of the Army; the infringement of the Rights 
and Liberties, both of Soldiers and Subjects, the breach or hazard 
of the Peace of this Kingdom , and the hindring of the relief of 
Treland, &c. Upon which, though the main things charged with 
the miſchievous Deſigns, and- further dangerous conſequences of 
thein:; asalſo the:conſtant and confined ativity of all or moſt of 
the perſqns charged in relation to thoſe things, be for the molt part 
ſufficiently-and notoriouſly known , eſpecially to the Parliament ir 
{clf; yet we finde neither any thing done, upon what is ſo known, | 
nor any way reſolved 'on, cr adrnitted by the Parliament, for the'ex- 
amination or diſcovery, of; hat-is lels evident . unto: them £ 'But 
rather (as if neither the things charged , nor the preſent ſad 
effets, nor future ill conſequences thereof, were at all con- 
fiderable ) the whiole buſineſs ſeems .to be lighted, paft over, or

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_ - ſtanding the earneſt defires and Rc LA of the City,concutrcnt, with - 
" ol GW, to have the fame prevented or remedyed,. yet the ſaid Com- 
mittee of Safety being continued ſtili in the Came power) we find that 
by the appointment ot. contrivance,and under the proteAtion or coun- 
Fenance of che ſame perſons whom we: have [charged, and. their ac- 
 eomplices, there are (till manifold practiſes, u2der-hand, to lift and 
"raiſe new Forces, and (* notwithſtanding: the diſcoyery thercof to 
- the Parliament from the City, yet) the fame perſons have prevailed fo 
- far in the Houſe, as not to admit the Queſtion for diſchargeing of 
them, but the ſame practices ſtill continue,and with double diligence 
"ate inforced fince:ul{o divers forces (pretended to have ingaged for 
Treland) are by the ſame perſons ordered to Randezvouz about, Yor--- 
 ceſter,” there to lay the foundation of a new Army. And to that pur=- 
- poſe their Emiſlaries and co: rcfporcents in all Counties. are buſte 
and aRive to raiſe forces for them. And though for thefe things the. 
” aRtors of them have no preſent publique anthoryty,yet they, have ſome 
way ſuch countenance or affiltance to be juſtified in Parlamenr ,(if 
_ © queſtioned for 4*) as that they have the coniidence to act openy,fince. 
«they have likewiſe their Emillzries 0: agents abroad 1m Stc3land, 
"France, and oth-r Countries; very active to draw in Foraine Torces 
"For their aſſiſtance : ſince in the mean time, they arc indevourue by. 
| - Spies, and ſectet agents in all our Quarters, to inveigle and invite the 
' —=;Sonldiers of this Army to dcefert their Officers and come to Luan, . 
; And for that purpoſe doe improve the advantage of the Order vr De- 
claration ef Parliament afore- mentioned, for ſagisf:cion of Arreares 
to ſach as fhall/deſertrhe Arty: Andwe finde they have the publick 
purſe ſo much at their diſpoſall, as ro make good that, and other their 
_ undertakings of - that nature, and yet ſh as have fo deſerted the. 
Army and received their Arrears, are not diſcharged or diſperſed, but 
- continued together in bodies, and under Command, in. or, near the 
City, (as in particular ſome of Sir Robers Py 8.men, Coll. Greaves 
his Cap, Farmers andoothers {till Quartered: upon Kerr ) Since like- 
wiſe they have their Agents, an4 Correſpondents, labouripg with  e.- 
King to make contracts with him to.draw. his Majeſty ro.ciigage, ard : 
. declare for them, or at leaft to declare himſelf a_ priſoner amoneſt us, 
_ whereby toſtirre ap and engage his party againſt ns, fince in all theſe 
_ reſpeas we finde all delatory wayes ( which they- induſtriouſly de- - 
Viſe) to be defigned and*made uſe of onely ro our diladvantage, weak- 
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ning, and ruine, -and the Kingdomes prejudice, and ts their own ad- 
vantage , and ſtrengthening in their defignes, the better to prepare 
for a new warre. | EL ig 

And laſtly, conſidering the multitudes of Reformadoes and other 

Souldicrs, ſwarming about the City ( whom the perſons we have 
charged and their accomplices,have at their beck, to-bring up to weſt- 
miniter when they pleaſe) and that by their frequent tumwitnous con- 
fAnences thither (beſetting, and ſoinetimes blocking up the Parliament 
dores threatning and offrivg violence to the perſons of the moſt faith- 
full Parliamert men ) the jult freedeme of Parliament ſeemes to be 
taken away or at leaſt for the preſent abrogated in fo much that thoſe 
Members who have ſerved the Kingdome kitherto with moſt 
faithfullneſſe, diligence and integrity for the publike good, many of 
them dare ſcarce come tothe Houle ; or (.if they doe) they come in 
feare and perill of their lives, and when they are there,are awed, diſ- 
charged, or diſabled from diſcharging their conſcicnces,or doing their 
daties tothe Kingedome, * | 

Uponall theſe confiderations, we are clearly convinc'd an4 fatis- 
fied, that both our dutics and cruſt for thc Parliunenr and Kingdom, 
calls upon us, and warrants vs, and an iminuwent 'neceffiry- (for our 
own and the Kingdomes laferty, and preverrion of a new warre) en- 
forceth ns to make or admit of no longer deliyes,but vpon theſe foun- 
dations God hath given us with vigour and ſpeed, to indcyour in ſome 
extraordinary way, the v:ndicativg cf Parliament freedowe from tu- 

* multuous violence, the breaking of thele deſignes and preparations 
' that otherwiſe threaten -a preſcnc 191tcolement of the Kingdome in 
more blood and war anda future pcrpetyable inflaving of it under 
faction and Tyranny. And ſo( it Cd ſee it good) to put the Par- 
liament into a freedome and capicity( with his Majeſties wiſhed and 
hoped concurrence ) to- ſettle the rightes, liberties, and peace of the 
Kinzdome. - - — = 

Upon all-theſe grounds,and for all theſe ends premiſed, - 
we ſhall be inforced rotake ſuch courſes extraordinary, as - 

God ſhall inable and direct us unto, ro put things to a ſpee- - 

- &y iſſue, unleſſe by Thurſday night next we receive. afſu- 
rance and {ecurity.to our ſelves and the Kingdome, for a 
more ſafe and hopetull proceeding in an ordinary way, by
